President Eisenhower’s speech on econom* 
ics last Tuesday night disappointed his lis­ 
teners. They expected something sensational. 
All they heard was what one commentator 
described as “ bafflegab.” 
Critics were quick to point out that the 
President's 
generalities 
fell 
flat for an 
audience that had been brought together un­ 
der the auspices of a national conference 
on economic mobilization. 
His listeners wanted to get the official 
“ word’’ on something new that was in the 
works to bail them out of their troubles. 
They were hoping for something new- and sen­ 
sational, lik* the white rabbits that Franklin 
D. Roosevelt used to take out of a hat when 
he made a fireside chat. 
VY hat they heard was not new and not 
sensational, nor was it comforting. That ac­ 
counts for the disappointment. Mr. Eisen­ 
hower pulled out no white rabbits. 
Instead, he pulled out some blunt truths 
that haven’t been heard for so long they 
sounded like “bafhegab." He said the govern­ 
ment could not save management and labor 
from its own wrong-headed errors. He said 
prosperity has to be created by tile people 
who support tty government and cannot be 
created by the government for people who 
think it should support them . 
He told his audience — and through it the 
country as a whole — that he was sick of 
the notion that government can take all the 
bumps out of business. 
He made it paintully plain that he believed 


management anc labor were reaping the 
whirlwind of some wrong-headed and, in 
some cases, pig-headed policies that amount­ 
ed to shortsighted and unbridled greed. 
He took a lusty swing at isolationists who 
try to cripple exchange of goods with other 
countries. IV: kicked tile slats out of infla­ 
tionists who think Easy Street is paved with 
rubber dollars. 
But most of all he pulled the string on 
people who scream for the government to 
rescue them whenever they get in over their 
heads, then grumble because officials in gov­ 
ernment do not wade in over their heads to 
fish them out of their troubles. 


He said the American people are looking 
over the shoulders of the decision-makers 
who can make or break prosperity. They are 
looking for evidence that the decision-mak­ 
ers are as sm art as they say they are. 
There is notirng wrong with the economy 
oi the American people, which has produced 
everything this country has and can produce 
everything it wants. The question is whether 
something has gone wrong with the imagina- 
elilgenc ea ndtion. intg ood fa thoft hpee- 
pie who decide what is to be done with what 
they have. 


If this is ‘‘bafflegab.” it’s that way be­ 
cause decision-makers have grown so ac­ 
customed to hearing presidents claim that 
Washington can do anything that they don’t 
understand it when a president tells them to 
get up and fight their own battles in the 
good old-fashioned way. 


Tell-Tale Symptom in Algeria 
Presidential Possibilities in 1960 


One of tin unexpected results of French 
political turmoil, which stems in large part 
from dissatisfaction with the government’* 
inability to bring order out of chaos in Al­ 
geria, is an upside-down reaction among Al­ 
gerians. 
David Mason of Associated Press reports 
Hie Algerian nationalists who have tied up 
the bulk of the French army in a war neither 
side has been able to win or lose, are appar­ 
ently inclined to line up with the defiant 
French generals. 
The generals are defying the authority 
o 
Paris on the claim that they would be 
able to restore order in Algeria, if they 
could do things their own way, and sweep 
on from that triumph to restore the strength 
of the government at home, presumably un­ 
der the leadership of Charles de Gaulle. 
The Algerian reaction amounts to support­ 
ing the source of opposition to Algerian na­ 
tionalism. which suggests that the trouble 
in Algeria, like the trouble in France, ig 
loss of confidence in politicians. 


The loss of confidence is associated with a 
growing sense or boredom over the ineffec­ 
tuality of a political system that can pro­ 
duce no results because it is in control of 
people who have lost sight of the purpose of 
a 
political system, 
which is to produce 
results. 


In the absence of that desired 
result, 
a state of boredom results that makes any 
promise of action seem better than no ac­ 
tion at all. The I nited Sta*es had an experi­ 
ence like this in 1932, when Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s 
promise 
“to do 
something.” 
though he could not specify what it would 
be. became the alternative to Herbert Hoov­ 
er’s seeming inability to produce any ac­ 
tion at all. 


If Algerian nationalists are more attract­ 
ed to the French generals who intend to re­ 
store order than to the French politicians 
*ho>e vacillations have given nationalism a 
reason for rising in Algeria, the politcans 
have more to worry’ about than the next vote 
in the House of Deputies. 


Government by Compromise 


Notn ng makes a better impression than 
the theory cf government by compromise. 
Americans think it is the secret *of their 
success and it is when used properly, 


The p-osta, bi!! that has been whooped 
through the Senate and House, on the ofher 
hand, is an example of compromise gone 
haywire. 


Tile object of '.lit bill was to produce more 
postal revenue, to lessen the drain of the 
postal deficit on the U.S. Treasury. The key 
to revenue production was a five-cent rate 
on first-class mail. 


But to make the bill acceptable to postal 
employes and to all others who think postal 
employes are entitled to more pay, increased 
rates were to be accompanied by higher pay 
rates.

Apparently what is sauce for the 
government owned power interests 
is

owned ones. The Internal Revenue 
Service declared in February of 
this year that privately owned util­ 
ities could no longer declare adver­ 
sing as a legitimate, tax deducti­ 
ble business expense. 
This action seems to have been 
taken at the insistent clamor of 
advocates of government - owned 
power. Sen. Estes Kefauver was 
most active in bringing about this 
ruling. 


After many speeches md otner 
statements on the "iniquity” of per­ 
mitting privately owned utilities 
to present their point of view and 
their services to customers in ad­ 
vertising, and to charge the cost 
to business expense, Kefauve- re ­ 
ceived a letter from Internal Rev- 
sell C. Harrington. 
The letter said that the govern­ 
ment 
h a d 
consistantly 
refused 
to allow deductions for expendi 
lures “incurred primarily for lob­ 
bying purposes for the promotion 
or defeat of legislation, for politi­ 
cal purposes or for Hie develop­ 
ment and exploitation of proga- 
ganda.”

THE TENNESSEE senator held 
up the letter as a symbol of vic- 
/ tory, saying: “They (tile private­ 
ly owned utilities) can continue to

They can no 
longer charge the taxpayers and 
rate-payers for their own brain­ 
washing.” 


The action of the Internal Rev­ 
enue Service has been challengtd 
by responsible organizations such 
as the Southern Editorial Associa­ 
tion, the Southern Newspapers As­ 
sociation and the Advertising Fed- 
erarion of America on the ground 
that this is a denial of a funda­ 
mental right of these companies 
—challenged as they are by pub­ 
lic power advocates, in and out of 
Congress — to present their case 
to the public with paid advertis­ 
ing for which they take lull respon­ 
sib ly . 


There are several grounds on

lenged, in the courts if necessary 
In fhe first piace, it will be noted 
that Sen. Kefauver mentions “tax­ 
payers” as people who are being 
charged for these advertisements. 
But it can be said in reply that 
millions and millions are spent by 
government agencies to present 
their own virtues. 


SOME OF the Washington bu­ 
reaus regularly publish newslet­ 
ters and magazines, some of the 
latter or. de luxe paper and xvitn 
expensive 
art work. 
These 
are 
charged to the taxpayers. 
Ju s; recently, the TVA, on the 
occasion of its 25th anniversary, 
shipped a thick shoat of material 
cai.cd 
“TVA 
25th 
Anniversary 
News Kit” to all Tennessee Valley 
editors. Among the items in the 
kit ’ are all sorts of arguments, 
mostly highly debatable. reg 3 -d ng 
TVA power rates and taxes Th s 
certainly is paid for by the sena­ 
tor's 
“ taxpayers 
and 
rate-pay­ 
ers.” 


It is also notable that the IRS 
commissioner’s letter is so br >ad 
that it would be impossible for a 
private company merely to point 
to the benefits and advantages of 
its 
services 
or 
to 
state 
plain­ 
ly what it is making in profits or 
what progress it has made in low­ 
ering the cost of elec’ricity to is 
customers. 
I cannot see how. under such a 
sweeping ruling, a company could 
enclose with its electric bills any 
simple statement of its services. 
The Internal 
Revenue Service 
has 
over 
the 
years 
hopelessly 
boggd itself down in attempting 
to distinguish between xvhat is le­ 
gitimate tax deductible education 
and what is propaganda. 
Nor has 
it even clearly defined what is 
“Political.” This applies to its in­ 
numerable rulings concerning tax 
exempt foundations.

In the words of U.S. 
Attorney 
General William Rogers, it is the 
first 
governmental 
“ unified pro-' 
secutive command.” Its chiefs of 
staffs, drawn from all federal anti­ 
crime units, including the postal 
inspectors, already have met and 
organized. 


On the morning of May 7, some 
25 or 30 of the ingathered in the 
slappedtogether 
headquarters 
of 
their leader, Milton Wessel, at 346 
Broadway, in a New York neigh­ 
borhood as grimy as the characters 
they plan to jail. 
This was the first such confer­ 


ence in the history of law and 
order. Its first task was to coordi­ 
nate the campaign against the IOO 
most powerful racketeers in the 
land.

But the I.OOO to 1,500 figure is 
the Department of Justice’s esti­ 
mate of the number of convictions 
it will need to clean up the land.

At the “ unified prosecutive com­ 
mand’’ session, there were experts 
on the Taft-Hartley law 
and 
the 
Hobbs Anti-Racketeering Act. The 
latter forbids extorion or threats 
of violence and both are specifical­ 
ly aimed at labor racketeering. 
A few days ago, Mr. Rogers ex­ 
plained the need for the coordinat­ 
ed federal high command: 
“ What seemed to be lacking (in 
the past) and what we are in the 
process of establishing is a unified 
prosecutive command when all in­ 
formation on racketeers from all 
investigative agencies will be cor­ 
related, studied and acted upon.”

are closely coordinated. Therefore, 
the Justice Department people be­ 


lie ve that their drive will have 
the same effect on the crime com­ 
bine as the constant departure of 
presidents, boards of directors and 
account vice presidents would have 
on a large corporation. The lack

chaos. 


In 2 recent talk, during which 
he referred to the Apalachin type 
of criminal board of trade, Mr. 
Rogers said: 
“The members of these top level 
planning boards are also the key 
figures in organizations with head­ 
quarters 
in 
New 
York, 
Maimi, 
Chicago and other cities in the U.S. 
Here the multi-million dollar busi­ 
nesses take shape. 
“ Those on top seldom come in 
contact with the local hoodlums 
who are responsible for maintain­ 


ing disciplines, bribing local of-' 
ficiais or actually 
dispersng the I 
products 
of crime. 
But through 


I strong - arm tactics 
carried out 
'through subordinates in the chain 
;of command and with the power to 1 
shut oft necesasry financing, pro­ 
duction and sources of supply, they 
exercise control over most of the 
profitable f o r m s of i l l e g a l 
act'vities.

This material will go to Mal­

Then on to the attorney gen­ 
eral If necessary, on to the White 
House 
and 
other Cabinet 
mem­ 
bers. Then back again to the prose­ 
cutive command and the regional 
ederal courts.
